It was about all that first-class patriotism 
would bear up under—that shut-in at Chatta- 
nooga—and we of the old Army of the Cum- 
berland would very likely have relished an 
order to roll blankets and “ dog-tents” and 
start out on a longer campaign than Moses 
enjoyed in the early days of campaigning, 
had we been assured full rations on the way. 
So, when Gen. Grant had joined us with his 
Vicksburg heroes, we were ready at a 
moment's notice to do our in a cam- 
paign which we intended should y with 
compound interest for the rough handling 
Bragg’s men had given us in the early autumn, 

We were probably a little prejudiced 
against the popular rebel leader, whose head- 
quarters had stood out in most pore 
prominence on Mission Ridge, while we h 
picketed and starved for his amusement 
through October and November; and had we 
of the ranks been in ch of some of the 
long-range guns on car Tess, probably the 
gray-haired veteran of Buena Vista would 
have found it convenient to remove his traps 
to the eastern slope of the ridge to secure & 
sound sleep. 

But “every dog has his day,” says the old 
proverb, and now our time had arrived. We 
cheerfully gathered up our allowance of halt 
rations, buckled on our 

DOUBLE ALLOWANCE OF AMMUNITION, 
and moved out on the 23d of November, 
1863, at 2 p. m., under orders of the Com- 
mading-General, in a kind of review before 
the enemy, while Sherman on the left and 
Hooker on the right should enact their part 
in the program. We did our part of the 
work by advancing our lines and occupying 
tha rebel out-poste on the 23d, and on the 
evening of the 24th, we of the center, under 
rhomas, for once in our career, were allowed 
to act as spectators while some other unfor- 
tunates did the fighting. 
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Hooker's work on Lookout during the 
afternoon and evening of Nov. 24 as witnessed 
by us of the center was intensely interesting, 
and when, later in the evening, the light of 
day had died out and a cloud-like mist had 
settled down over the scene, we anxiously 
watebed the lime uf flashes as it came tu vur 
sight through the rifts in the clouds that

| restless when we realized that Hooker had

the enemy on the left, as the deep booms of 
his guns had indicated for a day or two.

their front. To witness the astonishment, 
chagrin and disappointment of some of these 
men on their being invited to surrender from 
such an unexpected quarter would have been 
most amusing had it not been under such 
serious circumstances.

BELIEVED IN DOWNRIGHT MURDER, 


so held his fire, taking it for granted that 
some other wrathful Yankee would do the 
murderous work; and was rwarded a few 
rods farther on by having a loaded Enfield 
rifle to bring to bear on a piece of artillery 
that, full mounted, some 300 feet to the 
northeast, was making its best time down 
the eastern slope. 

“ Shoot the leaders,” yelled the same un- 
military Sergeant that had ordered the 
Colonel to deploy the column earlier in the 
action, and half a dozen loyal rifles brought 
down the leading team, which caused the 
whole outfit to roll up into a conglomerate 
mass of men and horses, topped out by a fine 
piece of artillery that had done its last serv- 
ice in the interests of the Confederacy. 

The style of gunning we enjoyed as we 
pushed northward on the ridge was brought 
to a halt a couple of hundred yards further 
on by the rebels meeting their reserve, which 
was approaching from the north, and we 
soon found that our mixed up lipe had its 
hands full. It had really the hardest part of 
the work of the day before it, and soon dis- 
covered, too, that to fall back was the better 
part of valor. The advancing rebels were 
evidently in earnest, and the writer still 
earries an evidence of sombody’s marksman- 
ship, for the moment we turned our backs 
to the foe he felt a shock, and an instant 
later a benumbed leg warned him that if he 
got out ofthat dilemma it must be by using 
his Enfield for a crutch. 

A few rods further to the rear a line of our 
brigade (Turchin’s) was forming across the 
ridge, and we gladiy turned the enemy over 
to their tender care; and they did their 
work well—at least so history tells ns. We 
who had been in the way of rebel bullets, and 
were able, did not wait to see the balance 
of the little melee on Mission Ridge, but 
dragged our broken bodies down the west 
slope, speaking a cheering word to such as 
had fallen wounded before reaching the

tage of circumstances? Yes, history ought 
to know, and the controversy ought to be 
settled while there are survivors who know. 
The truth cannot now injure our heroic lead- 
| ers, detract from their hard-earned fame, or 
| rob them of a single victor’s wreath. 

We of the rank and file heard the com- 
mand, “ Forward, men—Double-quick,” and 


| in the back-ground and our old enemy pour- 
ling shot and shell into our ranks as we 
advanced. ‘That condition of things we shall 
venture in justification of our disobedience— 
if we disobeyed an order—and when it 
became a question of judgement as to the 
course we ought to pursue we could but 
cease to be the victims of Bragg’s men, 
huddled as we were in those shallow rifle 
pits, and move upward on the perilous mission 
of assaulting the rebel stronghold at the top, 
frowning with cannon and bristling with 
bayonets. 

Before the late war a soldier in the ranks 
was a portion of a great machine, and was 
not supposed to think or use human instinct ; 
on the contrary, to obey orders and look 
out for himself as a secondary matter, was 
all that was required of the common soldier. 
Now this was all well enough in its day and 
time, but when an army leaves to history the 
record of having gained an important victory 

RY ITS DISOBEDIENCE, 
some kind of an explanation is necessary, 
}and let this suffice: the old Army of the 
Cumberlahd thought. Vvery man in the 
} ranks there knew that our position at the 
| foot of the slope was untenable, and that we 
must make a retrograde movement across 
the plain or continue our advance until we 
had secured the summit, and when, a few 
moments later, we saw a brave color-bearer 
half way up the slope flaunting the old em- 
| blem of freedom in the very faces of the 
j} enemy, we bounded out of the rifle-pits, and 
| without any kind of West Point alignment 
| moved steadily upward. In other words, it 
| was left to the men who carried the musket, 
to find a way across the rebel works the best 
| they could, and it took some close hand-to- 
| hand work at sume points on the line to 
| convince the rebel occupants that we had the 
better right there. 

The rebel right had been strengthened by 
weakening his center, and the result was we 
of the left division (Baird’s) found no boy’s 
play before us. The writer does not pretend 
to give a description of the battle except so 
far as the front limited to the view of com- 
paritively few would allow, but doubts not 
his experience was similar to that of thous- 
ands who took part in this enlisted men’s 
battle. 

Yes, “ enlisted men’s battle,” and we had 
evidence that it was beginning to take that 
turn before we had reached the rifle-pits at 
the foot of the ridge, for a prominent regi- 
mental commander had started into the line 
of assault with his men in “double culumn 
at half distance” and was riding in front of 
the center division as rigid and fearless as if 
on review, apparently oblivious of the shot 
and shell that whistled through or over his 
compact regiment that, according to common 
sense, should have been 

IN LINE OF BATTLE. 

Now, it was yery unmilitary fora young 
Sergeant in the leading division to notice 
that a regiment in close order offered a better 
target for the rebel gunners than other parts 
of the line afforded, and rush out in front far 
enough to make the Colonel hear, and yell, 
“@olonel, why in h—1 don’t you deploy 
column!” but history demands that we tell 
the truth, though it may be somewhat 
humiliating to the military admirers of the 
Colonel, whose record as a Tciplinarion and 
fighter was second to none. 

As we neared the summit our line of battle 
did not present quite so review-like an 
yey as when we were crossing the 
plain, but the portion nearest the rebel works 
seemed the most enthusiastic and vigorous, 
while those just a little behind were picking 
their way through, under or over the obstruct- 
ions and looking for a weak point in the 
rebel defenses. The writer was fortunate 
enough to be surrounded by men who repre- 
sented aremnant of Chickamauga, and we 
had soon found or made a way across the 
rebel works and were sweeping to the north 
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the plain lay before us, with Mission Ridge 


| of the army occupving the front of the centre 
| of his line. He assumed that the old Army 
| of the Cumberland was whipped and had lost 
| its old-time energy, a belief common among 
| some of the leading Generals on our side at 
|the time, but a conclusion not justified by 
|the facts. The old army of Geo. H. Thomas 
was never a whipped body of troops. From 
its organization under Buell, early in 1862, 
until disbanded as the Fourteenth Corps, at 
Alexandria, Va.,in the summer of 1865, it 
was never whipped. 

]does the reader of history remember what 
body of troops proved the salvation of 
|Grant’s army at Shiloh; or the name of the 
army which, at Stone River, rallied after its 
right had been shattered into fragments, and 
held the enemy that was largely superior in 
numbers through long days of assault, and 
finally assumed the offensive and drove that 
enemy from the field ? Or need I remind him 
of that deadly struggle on Horseshoe Ridge, 
at Chickamauga, which history now and in 
future years will recognize as the most per- 
sistent death grapple of armies recorded in 
modern times. 

The writer does not trust entirely to 
memory in making up the foundation for his 
assertion as to the unbroken spirit or our 
old army at the time referred to. He turns 
over the faded pages of an old diary, many 
sentences in which were begun just before 
a rebel shell had started toward us on its 
mission and finished after it had done its 
work in our camp, but all breathe a spirit 
of patriotic determination that nights of 
shivering over meager campfires and days 
and weeks of half or quarter rations could 
not quell. 














SOUTHERN WRITERS 

seem to find great consolation in the asser- 
tion that their army was so greatly inferior 
in numbers to that of Grant’s at the time of 
the battle, and having made this assertion 
quite frequently since the war, and proably 
added or subtracted a bit each time to make 
it more consoling, the preponderance of 
numbers on our side is most astonishing at 
the present time, according to Southern ac- 
counts, and makes an old veteran, to say the 
| least, feel a little bit resentfnl ; or, if he be- 
| lieve the accounts referred to, feel a sense of 
humiliation to know that there were no 
troops in the works on Missionary Ridge 
(except a few Colonels and Majors ), and 
that it wasn’t much of a fight after all. 

Now the writer would be the last man to 
wish to keep alive old animosities, and has 
always tried to give the Confederate soldiers 
and the Brigadiers on our side credit for all 
that there wasin them, but when an occa- 
sional general officer comes forward and 
claims a great victory as brought about by a 
slight agitation of his ponderous brain, and 
the Southern literati keep whittling our vic- 
tories down to mere nominal skirmishes, in 
justice to ourselves and the grand old boys 
who died at our elbows, somebody needs to 
rise up and confront those disparagers with 
the facts as they were. 

A writer in a prominent Southern maga- 
zine, in a recent article, speaking of Mission 
Ridge, says: “ It was carried by one of the 
most daring and brilliant achievments of the 
war and at comparatively small loss, most 
unaccountably, too, except that our guns 
could not be depressed enough because of 
the steep slopes to do much execution.” 
That may sound well enough to the present 
generation, but how the old veteran will 
smile when he has read that far, and will 
very likely suggest that if an army wish to 
retain possession of a line of works the best 
= is to stay there and keep the other fel- 
ows out by shooting and using the bayonet. 
To have placed the old “defeated and 
crushed ” Army of the Cumberland in the 
rebel works on Nov. 25, 1863, and the Con- 
federate army three to one in the assault, 
each Yankee on the summit would have 
brought down 

OR WINGED AT LEAST TWO REBELS 
before they reached the works and then been 
able to keep the third out with Government 
steel. 

But when this Southern writer says further 
on that their army came out of the battle 
“as badly crushed as Rosecrans’s had been 
two months before at Chickamauga,” 
imagine I see the sarcastic smile of the old 
veteran again as he says, “ Why didn’t the 
rebels come up and take Chattanooga, then ?” 
We could have gone all over the South after 
Mission Ridge but for our army running 
short of shoes, so we waited to get reshod 
ahd make those shoes last until we had 
finished our contract of “three years or 
—— till we'd “ whaled ’em ;” and they

Going to my front door last Friday morning 
I found many people, with more or less excite- 
ment, looking at the lake.

The coolest 
observer and the most would have 
Her pape J convinced that his eyes had 
a marinemonster, I havea glass of 
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great value, and, thinking that the serpent would 
appear again, I stepped quickly to where it 
hangs in the hall and adjusted lenses for the 
distance. A lady's hand at the required range 
would show its fingers plainly. ‘The first 
thought of incredulity, as I stood gazing at it 
before I took my glass, arose from the fact of 
the exceeding rapidity with which it was mov- 
ing, No body, I said to myself, could move 
through the water as fast as that thing was 
going. I had hardly reached the verandah 
again when the cry ran along the street‘ 
“There he is! There he is again!” And, 
sure enough, there was the serpent once more, 
white and shiny, moving with immense rapid- 
ity, with the same peculiar vibrating motion. 
I brought my glass to bear upon it instantly, 
and the mystery was that instant solved. The 
immense sea monster at once resolved itselt 
into several hundreds of small birds of the 
plover tamily flying in a long line, which 
swung down to the right or left as they flew. 
The under side of their wings and breasts were 
snowy white; their backs were slaty brown. 
When in the long or short curvings of their 
flight, they were flying at such an angle as 
regards the gazer that the under side of their 
wings and breasts was seen, the serpent long 
and white appeared. When they took some 
slant, at enother angle, and their backs and 
upper side of their Wings were turned toward 
the gazer, the white line faded out and the 
monster seemed to sink from view.

The Wanderings of the Planets During 
the Month of June. 
| Abridged from the Providence Journal. | 

Venus is the evening star. Every observer 
of this peerless planet as she appears each 
evening in the western sky, will award to 
her the highest place on the planetary record 
of the fair month of June. She is now visa- 
ble to the naked eye before sunset, shines 
serenely in the glowing twilight, before a 
single shining point has pierced the star- 
= and reigns supreme amid the bright 
galaxy of stars that surround her when the 
evening shades prevail. The fairest of the 
stars is still moving eastward, and will con- 
tinue to do so during the month. Our 
nearest celestial neighbor, seen through the 
telescope takes on the aspect of the gibbous 
moon shortly before tne Vast quarter. But 
Venus in the telescope is a dissapointing 
object on account of her intense and a 
brilliancy, while Venus, as seen by the nak 
eye, wending her way among the lesser stars 
is an object of surpassing beauty. She 
reached her greatest northern inclination on 
May 15th and since that time has been mov- 
ing south. Observers can readily follow her 
course as she passes south of Pollux, plunges 
through the nebulous mass in Cancer, and 
makes her swift way towards Regulus in the 
handle of the Sickle.

On the Ist, he is 5 1-2 deg. east of the star: 
on the 22d, he is 4 deg. northeast of the star. 
A change then occurs in Jupiter’s apparent 
motion. He remains stationary for a few 
days, and then commences to move eastward 
or in a direct course in which he will continue 
until the end of the year. The proof of this 
will be apparent in the increasing distance 
that will soon intervene between him and 
his bright attendant, while nearly twelve 
years will pass before, having completed the 
circuit of the ecliptic, he comes around to the 
same position in regard to Spica.

A telescope will give a fine view of the two 
planets on the evening of the 20th, while 
good observers will be able to find them with 
the unaided eye, as they do not set on that 
evening until 9 o’clock, more than an hour 
and a half after the sun. During the last ten 
or twelve days of the month Mercury will 
present unusually favorable conditions for ob- 
servation as evening star on account of his 
high northern declination. He is in conjunc- 
tion with Saturn on the 20th, and after that 


|he will be visible to the end of the month, 


growing brighter every night, and may be 
readily found with the help of an opera glass 
by observers who command a view of the 
northwest horizon. 

Uranus is evening star. The event that 
marks his progress during the month is his 
quadrature with the sun, which takes place 
on the 30th, at 8 o’clock in the morning. 
Half his journey from opposition to conjunc- 
tion is then accomplished, and he will soon 
be too far from the earth to be seen with the 
unaided eye. - 

Mars is morning star, and of little account 
in this part of his course, so near the sun and 
so far away from the earth. 

Neptune is morning star, and travels on 
his slow course with no event to mark his 
progress and increasing distance from the sun. 

The June moon falls on the 5th. On the 
24th the new moon, only three days old, is in 
conjunction with Venus. The evening star 
and the young moon will be fair to see as 
they hang side by side in the western sky.
